Medicine Hat and Maple Creek are 
face to face with an infectioys out- 
break which has been pronounced to 
be small por.

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GRAIN STATISTICS 


The following letter has been receiv- 
| ect by the board of trade from the de- 


puty commissioner of agriculture: 
August, 13th, 1900. 


Sir; In order to carry on the work 
of compiling statistics respecting the 
cuigut o& grain in Uhe Northwest Ter- 
ritdries for the current year, it is 
j necessary that the department should 
have available the names and addresses 
o° all operators of threshing outfits. 

I have hada large number of enguir- 
ies regarding the grain output in the 
Edmonton district for last year, but 
I regret tosay that cur information an 
this point, while approximately cor- 
rect, was less amthentic than that of 
every Other district in the Northwest 
Territories. This wa’ altogether dus 
| to the faci. that there seemed to ba-a 
| feeling of apathy on the part of thresh- 
| ing machine aperators in your dis- 
trict regarding the rendering of these 
returns which, cansequently, _ were 
unduly incomplete. We experienced 
very little difficulty elsewhere, as the 
threshers all seem to recognize the 
value of our statistical work ani ren- 
der the department every assistance 
possible. It is apparent that there is 
room for considerable educationa] work 
amongst the threshing machine opera- 
tors in your districi, and I would sug- 
gest that the Edmonton board of trade 
should interest iteelf in the matter and 
| urge, by letter or circular, upon every

In Crag and Canyon, the following 
aseount is given by Robt. E. Camp- 
bell, of the first trip up the Peace 
and across the mountains, maiif im

MrKenzie’s success in exploring the 
great river that now bears his name, 
aml the reaching of the arctic seas had 
it swelled his ambitions, and he felt 
impelled to make an attempt to reach 
the Pacific. He also felt in a measure 
mnfitted by lack off a scientific educa- 
tion, and resolved to overcome chis de- 
fect before atvempting the great task, 
0° which the successful accomplishment 
would place him without a peer as 
an explorer. Leaving Lake Athabasca 
in the autumn of 1791, he journeyed io 
Montreal and from thence io Londen, 
where he spent the wiater in @{as 
studying of mathmajics and the use of 
instruments necessary to the taking

THE MILKING HABIT OF COWS 
Wetaskiwin News, 


ft is one of the interesting stud- 


ies of naturalists how far the ac- 
tion of man can affect the natural 
habits of animals. We doubt that 


to same extent all the iower animais 
may be subjected to some consider- 
able change in their habits “by long 
continued’ training, under a continu- 
ous system of gradual developmen’. 
We have many instances of this, ant 
as all living things, plants ag well as 
animals, are subject to and con- 
trolled be common natural laws we 
maly justly believe that what may. be 
done with plants may be done with 
animals. We have a great many il- 
lustrations of this, in the numerous 
breeds of common an‘mals, their dif- 
fersat habits, and abilities, and in the 
exercise of their natural functions. 
The cows, for instance have been 
changed in regard to their milking 
functions, sheep have been changed 
in regari to the quantity and-char- 
acter of their fleeces, birds have 
equally been changed, as the com- 
moa domestic fowl which has been 
brought to become an egg producer, 
im some varieties wholly so, having 
beer. made to abandon the brooding 
o> her eggs. 

On the whole it seems that what 
has been accomplished goes very far 
to prove that by persisient and con- 
tinuous effort we may make still 
more changes in the way of impro- 
vements in the habits of cows. ri 
must be evident that the basis a! all 
improvements in any animal must 
first come by feeding. it is precise- 
ly the same as with plants. We all 
know} of the big pumpkins and melons 
which have been exhibited at the 
agricultural -fairs along with the 
improved varieties of al) kinds of 
vegetables and fruits, as well as of 
frains, Some of these improved pro- 
wucts have been the progenitors of 
races, aS we say of seeds, as the 
rolitic kiads of wheat, and the heavy 
seeded kinds of cGais. Al] these have 
been produced by high culture, the 
beginning and end of which have been 
high feeding; that is manuring and 
thorough j;reparation and good culti- 
vation of the soil. These processes in 
plants are essentially the same as the 
1eeding and training of animals, and 
by breeding the improved animals to- 
gether, what has been gained by 
years of work is fixed on the pro- 
geny, as the laws of nature, distind.ly 
proviie, And thus we have by per- 
sistence in this line of worl fixed 
these gains on thea products of the 
improved animals just as we have 
vOus in regard td the seeds,
